THE WAR SCARE. 


A-SEMI-OFFICIAL EXPLANATION OF RUS 
SIA’S MOVEMENTS ON THE FRONTIER. 


Austria Charged With Making FPrepara- 
tions to Invade Russia Simultaneously 
With Germany—Goschen’s Peculiar Posi- 
tion—Mgr. Persico Won Over by the 
English Government—Sir Charles Tupper 
on the Fishery Controversy—The Moscow 
University Troubles—Foreign News. 


St. PETERSBURG, December 15.—The Official 
Military Gazette says: ‘‘Owing to the alarm 
raised by the Austrian press in consequence of 
the transfer of some Russian cavalry to the 
Warsaw district, it is advisable to consider the 
military position of Russia and her western 
frontier neighbors in order to throw light 
upon the question of who is really preparing 
to attack and who for defense. 
During the past five years the peace 
effective of the German army has 
been increased sixty-five battalions and 
884 guns. The German troops onthe Russian 
frontier have been increased twenty-one bat- 
talions of infantry, twenty-seven batteries of 
artillery and fifteen squadrons of cavalry. 
Since 1878 Germany has builtin the Hastern 
provinces 4,850 kilometers of railroads. There 
are eleven German railroads by means of 
which troops can be forwarded to the Russian 
frontier, and ten junction stations where they 
can be rapidly thrown out ot trains and con- 
centrated. Germany has formed first-class 
fortresses at Thorn, Posen, Dantzig and Ko- 
nigsburg andis building a similar fortress at 
Grandenz. Austria has added nine to the 
twenty-three infantry divisions which form- 
erly constituted her effective, and would add 
in the event of the mobilization of the army 
The 
Galician garrison have been reinforced during 
1887 by eighteen squadrons of cavalry and 
thirteen batteries of artillery, all provided 
with a full complement of horses. In the Aus- 
trian districts, which might become the the- 
ater of a war with Russia, 4,500 kilometers of 
railroads, with four branches, have been 
constructed since 1878 Six Austrian 
railways are available for throwing into 
Galicia large bodies of troops who, by means 
of the new junction stations, can be placed in 
position on the Russian frontier. Military 
huts, depots and stores are being collected at 
Lemburg, Przemysl, Jawslaw, Dembitza, Ria- 
scheff and other points. The fortresses at 
Przemysl and Cracow have been converted 
into camp fortresses. Russian territory can 
be bombarded from the Cracow forts. A large 
quantity of rolling stock has been accumu- 
lated at Cracow, adapted for use on Rus- 
sian railways.’’ 

PREPARING TO INVADE RUSSIA. 

All these preparations are meaningless, 
except in view of offensive tactics, and show 
that Austria, under semblanceof defense, is at 
the same time preparing to invade Russia 
simulfaneouslyfwith her ally. But what is 
Russia doing in view of der neigh- 
bors’ threatening preparations? Not- 
withstanding the manifest danger, 
Russie considers that a European 
war would be a terrible m'sfortune to all man- 
kind. She was the first who, amid her neigh- 
bors’ feverish armaments, did not increase 
but decreased her defensive forces. In 1881 
and 1882 Russia reduced her peace effect 
ive nearly 400,000 men. True, she raised 
it again in consequence of the Afghan 
affair, and the necessity of showing her readi- 
ness to mobilize when her neighbors unremit- 
tingly raised their fighting strength. Never- 
theless the peace effective of the Russian 
Army is now 7,185 less than in 1881, while 
her neighbors in the same period have raised 
their peace effective 75,000. Doubtless Rus- 
sia, in the event of war, will assemble a 
mighty army, the concentration of which on 
the frontier will be incomparabiy more dif- 
ficult for her than will be the concentration 
by her neighbors of their forces at the 
same place. During the last ten years 2,828 
kilometers of railway have beef constructed 
inthe Westorn Provinces of Russia. In the 
German and Austrian Eastern Provinces dur- 
ing the same period, 9,300 kilometers 
have been built. Moreover, the area in which 
Russia has constructed railways, is twice as 
large as that in which her neighbors have built 
such lines.’’ 
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VERY PECULIAR. 


Mr. Goschen’s Indignant Denial—London 
Newspapers Badly Hoaxed. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, December 15.—Goschen indig- 
nantly denies that he would approve of a duty 


on corn if it was thought necessary to keep 


the present Government in office. Goschen’s 
position as member of the Conservative Cab- 
inet, while still professing to be a Liberal, is 
very peculiar. He may, for practical pur- 
poses, be considered a Tory. [If he 
considers thatareturn to protection would 
lead to a break up of the coalition which keeps 
the present Government in office, still more 
would the Unionist-Liberals, under Harting- 
ton, who, while supporting Salisbury, refuses 
to go so far as to take office in 
a Conservative Administration. The 
Government had good reason to induce 
their supporters to attempt to minimize the 
effect of previous declarations in favor of pro- 
tection. The danger ofa rupture was great, 
but it bas been averted for the moment by 
relegating the tariff to the questions outside of 
immediate practical politics. 
A OURIOUS HOAX. 

A curious hoax was perpetrated on the 
London newspapers about Lord Ly- 
ons, the late ambassador to 
Paris, who recently died at the residence of 
his relative, the Duke of Norfolk, in 8.

crimes act, at French Park, on a charge of ad- 
vising the tenants of Lord De Freyne to resist 
the bailiffs and police. Short-hand writers 
were examined to prove that Mr. Sheehy 
spoke the words complained of. They were 
crgss-examined, and the case was not con- 
cluded at the rising of the Court. Mr. Sheehy 
was allowed outon bail. Mr. Timothy Har- 
rington, M. P., was served with four fresh 
summons under the crimes act for publishing 
reports of suppressed branches of the 
National League in the Kerry Sentinel, a 
paper managed by his brother, now in prison, 

THE CROSS MURDER CASE. 

The trial of Dr. Cross for the murder of his 
wife by poison commenced yesterday at Cork. 
The accused pleaded not guilty and the At- 
torney-General made the powerful speech of 
his life. The evidence for the prosecution 
went to show that the accused had formed an 
illicit acquaintanceship with a Miss Skinner, 
a governess who lived in house, and that he 
married the governess some weeks after the 
death of his wife. Arsenic had been traced in 
the body. Dr. Cross was an army surgeon, 
his deceased wife being an English woman, 
who brought him a fortune of £5,000. The 
case was not concluded.

ALARMING REPORTS. 


The Condition of the German Crown Prince 
—Doctors’ Bulletin. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonpDoN, December 15.—Faurther reports from 
San Remo indicate that the Crown Prince of 
Germany has become very much worse, and 
there is a sudden increase of apprehension at 
San Remo. The tumor has suddenly assumed 
an aggravated form, and is spreading rapidly 
with deplorable results. The symptoms 
are most alarming. It had been ar- 
ranged that Dr. Mackenzie was not to visit 
him till early in January. Tuesday night, 
however, Sir Morell received an urgent tele- 
gram requesting his immediate attendance at 
San Remo. He started yesterday morning by 
special train. The news here was kept very 
quiet and the afternoon papers merely men- 
tioned it. Telegramg were rushed to conti- 
nental correspondents calling for particulars. 
The anxiety increases every hour. 

THE PRINCE’S CONDITION. 

San REMO, December 15.—Drs. Schroeter, 
Krauss and Hovell, have issued a bulletin con- 
cerning the condition of the Crown Prince, 
in which they say that during the last few 
weeks the inflammatory symptoms in the 
larynx have entirely disappeared.

SAM RANDALL’S TABIFF BILL. 


Pittsburg Dealers Object to Removing the 
Duty en Foreign Coal. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcu. 

Ua, Pa., December 15.—The an- 
nouncement that Representative Sam Randall 
ig busy preparing a tariff bill, and that he is 
thinking of placing coal on the free list in 
that bill has occasioned considerable specula- 
tion among coal dealers. In support of the 
proposition to take the duty off coal, itis 
‘Stated that the Canadian duty is reciprocal 
and would be removed by the putting of coal 


on the free list of our tariff, that the effect 
would be to let in about three hundred thou- 
send tons of Nova Scotia coal into the New 
England States yearly, aud make a market in 
the Central and Western Canadian provinces 
for several hundred thousand tons of Ameri- 
can coal. This proposal is looked on with sus- 
picion by the coal men of this section. New 
Orleans is one of the atest murkets for 
Fittsburg coal, and it is at this point that the 
Pittsburg dealers will suffer. Capt. Brown of 
W. H. Brown & Sons was seen yesterday, an 
when asked what effect a removal of the tariff 
on coal would have on Pittsburg dealers, said: 
It will affect the local trade very little, if, 
indeed, at all, but the injury done to to us in 
the New Orleans market would be very great. 
Even with the present tariff, English vessels 
come there loaded with Welsh and Cornwall 
coal as ballast. Ifthe tariff were removed 
they would bring no other freight. The ex- 
ense ol transportation of coal from England 
8 very little more, it any, than from Pitts - 
— From here we have 2,000 miles ot boat - 
ing down an intricate river full of snags and 
sind bars. The mining price in England and 
Wales is much less than here, and if the tariff 
were removed they could easily bring in their 
co and underseil the Pittsburg producers. 
As it is there is considerable competition at 
the price. The placing of coal on the free list 
would be a direct stab at the American laborer. 
It would drive American coal out of 
all our seaport towns—a loss that could by no 
means be balanced by any extra — 
e 
eneral « ffect on the coal market would be to 
gieatly lessen the demand for Pittsburg coal. 
ithough the expense of transportation, the 
transfer irom Vessels to docks and from docks 
to cars would bé so great that there would be 
no competion in the inland trade, the whole 
Atlantic seaboard would look to England for

FOURTH WARD REGISTRATION FRAUDS.

Over Sixty Names on the Books in His 
BRandwriting — Deputy- Recorder Dennis 
O Toole on the Stand — Chamber! ain’s 
Writing Identified—How the Frauds Were 
Committed—What the Defense Will Do 
With O'Toole — Pinching the Baby to 
Make a Jury Sympathetic—Proceedings 
in the United States District Court. 


The case of John W. Chamberlain, one of 
the indicted for the election frauds of No- 
vember, 1886, was called for trial after motions 
had been disposed of in the United States 
District Court this morning. The case was on 
the docket for Tuesday, November 15, present 
term, but the trials of Fountain H. Ketchum 
and others delayed it until yesterday, when 
there being some delay or objection to going 
to trial, Judge Thayer permitted the case 
to go over to to-day. When Chamberlain was 
called he went forward and explained that he 
was not ready for trial, as his counsel was not 
present. Napton & Frost are his counsel of 
record, but neither were present. Go and 
fetch them, said Judge Thayer. It you are 
not ready to-day you will have to get other 
counsel.’’ 

Edward Sweeney and co-defendants Anton 
Weide! and Phillip Reinhardt were called. The 
first two had spoken to no attorney and were 
unable to employ one. The last had spoken 
to Charles Claflin Allen and the Court 
appointed Mr. Allen to defend the 


three. Sweeney’s case was called yesterday 
but as he did not appeara capias was issued 
for his arrest. He was brought into the court 
by a Deputy Marshal. Weidel, Reinhardt and 
Sweeney were charged with having, as judges 
and clerks of election at the Ninety-ei- bth 
Precinct, Tenth Ward, rejected votes which 
they should have permitted to be cast. 
THE CHAMBERLAIN TRIAL. 

W. C. Marshall appeared for Chamberlain 
about II o’clock and asked that the defend- 
ant’s witnesses be called. There were many 
responses, but among the absentees was An- 
thony Heier, whom Mr. Marshall said 
it was impossible to do without. He 
asked a continuance on this ground, 
but the Court said it would require 
that an affidavit be filed. Special Counsel for 
the Prusecution Dyer opposed a continuance 
and called the Deputy Marshal who attempted 
to serve Heier to tell how he had been fooled 
by the witness, who evidently did not w to 
be served. The Court, on bearing his state- 
ment, said it would grant a continuance only 
on the filing of a sufficient affidavit. Mr. 
Marshall threw off his great coat to write the 
affidavit, and before he could get hold ofa 
pen Mr. Dyer said the Government would 
enter a nolie prosegui as tothe tiret count of 
the indictment, in which it was charged that 
the defendants illegally registered the name of 
Anthony Heier. The trial then proceeded on 
the counts charging Chamberlain with having 
falsely and illegally registered the following 
persons: Wm.

Mr. Marshall asked that a numberof dup- 
licate counts in the indictment be dismissed 
and was proceeding to argue his motion when 
the court cut him short saying the objection 
was welltaken and the countswould be dis- 
missed. 

DENNIS O’TOOLB, 
Deputy Recorder of Voters for the Fourth 
Ward was then plaved 1 — the stand.

A LIVELY OONTEST OVER THE RESOLUTION 
FOR A SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


Senator Sawyer’s Motion to Reconsider the 
Batler Resolution—The Committee on 
Post-Offices and Post-Roads Indignant— 

| Bills Reported by the Regular Commit- 
tee—Senator Cullom Explains His Bill. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTon. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., December 15,—A lively 
contest is expected in the Senate over the mo- 
tion made by Senator Sawyer to reconsider 
the vote by which the Senate adopted Senator 
Butler’s resolution creating a special com- 
mittee on the subject ot postal telegraph. The 
members of the Committee on Post-office and 
Post- roads seem determined to resent what 
some of them characterize as an imputation 
on that committee by thus attempting to take 
from it the consideration of a question which 
it has twice laboriously considered, and to 
solve which it hag twice reported a bill. Much 
temper on account of this matter is said to 
have been manifested in the special meeting of 
the Fost-office Committee called for the pur- 
pose of considering this alleged slightinge 
action of the Senate toward one of its regular 
standing committees. Every member of the 
committee was in attendance, and after a free 
discussion of the subject the Democratic as 
well as Republican members voted to instruct 
the Chairman, Mr. Sawyer, to press bis motion 
to reconsider, and then all agreed to support 
and vote for the motion. Accordingly, u was 
the purpose of the Chairman to call up his 
motion during yesterday’s session, but he de- 
sisted at the special request of Mr. Edmunds, 
who stated to Mr. Sawyer that it was probable 
the matter could be satisfactorily arranged. 
The committee had unanimously reported in 
favor of authorizing the Postmaster-General 
to receive proposals for doing the telegraphic 
work for the Government, and it satisfactory 
terms could be made as to rates to contract 


therefor with existing telegraph lines on the 
express stipulation, however, thatthe same 
rates shall be accorded to private parties. 
These rates were not to exceed 20 cents per 
message of twenty words (including address 
and signature), for a distance of 1,000 miles 
2 cents for 1,500 miles, 8 cents for 2, 
miles, and not to exceed 50 cents for any 
other distance, however great. 

THE CHIEF DIFFERENCE 
between this plan and that suggested in Sen- 
ator Edmunds’ billis that the committee bill 
contemplates contracting with existing tele- 
graph lines for the transmission of messages 
the Government to supply only the offices an 
have, messages delivered as letters are 
now | delivered by mail carriers in 
cities the telegraph companies to 
employ the telegraphers. On the other hand, 
the munds bill provides for the building 
and é6wning by the Government of new tele- 
graph lines and also the employment of thou- 
sands of Government telegruphers. Whether 
the Post-office Committee, as now constituted, 
would favor either of these measures is not 
known. By the recent reorganization of the 
committee several Senators were assigned as 
members, who have not committed themselves 
to any mensure, nor made known their views 
in regard to the question of postal telegraph. 
In fact, as was remarked yesterday by a mem- 
ber of the committee, it is not certain that even 
the members who were previously on the com- 
mittee would again vote for exactly such « bill 
as that heretofure reported from the commit- 
tee. That bill, although unanimously report- 
ed, was the result of many concessions and 
compromises. 

Senator Cullom who a introduced 
the bill providing for the establishment of the 
United States Postal Telegraph“ said to the 
PosT-DISPATCH correspondent in explanation 
of certain provisions of the measure: ‘‘I huve 
thoughtit best to provide that the Govern- 
ment shall build its own lines rather than pur- 
chase plants of existing companies. If we 
were to appropriate money for the direct pur- 
chase of these lines, we should undoubtedly 
pay $20,000,000 or $30,000,000 more for them than 
they are actually worth. It is my idea to es- 
tablish the trunk lines described in the bill, 
connecting cities which would naturally con- 
stitute the terminal points in any great sys- 
tem, the lines to pass through as many towns 
as practicable and then to acquire, 
if possible, the branching system already 
existing. 1 thi these could then be pur 
chased at figures the Government would be 
authorized to pay after the telegraph com- 
panies had become convinced that postal tele- 
graph was an assured fact.’’ 

Do you think that the rates specified in the 
bill would make the Government system seif- 
sustaining?’’ 


THE RATES. 

The rates given in the bill are 10 cents for 
twenty words and 5 cents for each additional 
ten words for a distance under 500 miles, and 
an additional rate of 5 cents for each 250 or 500 
miles or over. These figures I fixed on after 
consultation with several 2 experts, 
but I would like to say that I shall 
accept any changes the committee may deem 
advisable to make after investivatiny the sub- 
ject. My ideais simply to establish a rate 
which shall make the system self-sustaining. 
I have noted the objection raised against the 
control of the lines by the Government on the 
ground that an unhealthy espionage might be 
exercised by the officjals in charge of this 
branch of the service over press matter and 
important private dispatches. I don’t see that 
the objection is valid. The Western Union 
Telegraph Company is now practically a mon- 
opoly, and handles nearly all the press and 
private matter that goes over the wires. The 
managementor this great corporation has a 
distinct political leaning, yet I nave never 
heard, for example, that any political advan- 
tage has been gained by the 1 the 
company possesses of knowing the contents of 
important telegrams sent by members of the 
opposing party. The dispatches, handied by 
the Government, would be treated exactly as 
letters are in the mails. The officials would 
be no more likely,to violate their oaths of office 
than are those now occupying positions of 
wae and confidence in other branches of the 
service. 

What do you think of the prospect of the 
passage of the bill?“

SHIVERS AND SHUDDERS 


A NEW AND POPULAR FORM OF THEATRI- 
OAL ENTERTAINMENT. 


How Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” Affects 
the Audiences at the Olympic—People 
Who Like to Spend an Evening With 
Cold Chille and Creeping Filesh—Evi- 
dences of Thorough Enjoyment of a 
Dramatic Hoerror—Bottled Nightmare 
asa Desirable Attraction—Some Impres- 
sions of the Play. 


EALLY it is noth- 
ing unusual for 
menand women, 
particularly wo- 
men, to go to the 
theater to cry all 
the time they are 
there, to have 
their feelings 
ripped up the 
back, cross-cut, 
sawed and lacer- 
ated in a terrible 
manner. It is not 
unusual to go, 
knowing posi- 
tively that there 
will be a bloody 
and brutal mur- 
der committed in 
full view of the audience, and that the mur- 


derer will escape with bis hand reeking with 


gore, or that the same villain, or another 
equally fiendish one, will mop the stage witha 
poor, helpless, confiding woman. 

All of these sensations are common theatri- 
cal experiences. The public has learned to 
appreciate and enjoy them. It has been edu- 
cated up to the point at which tears and blood- 
curdling deeds are keen pleasures. I don’t 
know but what it has become a habit with 
the public, like the liquor or tobacco habit, 
and the system gets into sucha state that if 
the blood is not curdled or the tears do not 
flow once in awhile the public falls into real 
depression and melancholy. 

It issomething new, however, to go to the 
theater to be frightened into fits and 
to get into a condition of chronic 
nervousness and scariness. A super- 
stitious person who believes in ghosts 


and spooks might be compelled to pass a 
graveyard at night or might accidentally hap- 
pen in the neighborhood of one, in which case 
ft is customary for the person affected to get 
away as quickly as possible and to take as few 
chances as possible. But who ever heard of a 
superstitious person going to a graveyard at 
1 just for the fun of the thing, to sit on 
a tombstone and watch the spooks give'skel- 
eton dances and spiritual acrobatics? : 

The Morgue is sometimes visited to satisfy 
morbid 1 but a rapid glance at the 
*‘stiffs,’’ with half - averted 
eyes and plugged - up nos- 
trils, is generally sufficient 
for any one, and people 
don’t go there, asa rule, 
to spend the evening and 
have a high old time with 
the corpses.

COAL MINES UNCERTAIN, 


Mr. H. J. Cook Tells How They May Depre- 
ciate in Value. 


H. J. Cook of Pittsburg, who has for many 
years been engaged in the coal business, and 
who has come to St. Louis for the purpose of 
investigating the situation in the coal fields 


of Illinois, said to-day: We ot Eastern Ohio 
and Western Pennsylvania are greatly dis- 
turbed as to the outlook for any coal fields in 
this part of the country. There 
are many that are valuable to-day, but which 
to-morrow may be worthless. o one who 
owns coalmines can be certain where he 
stands, asso many factors mustbe consid- 
ered when the value of such a property is 
estimated. For instance, a company of which 
I was secretary owned a coal mine near Pitts- 
burg which was regarded as an unfailing 
source of revente, but we were forced to close 
up on account of the introduction of natural 
gas, and the bank which loaned $100,000 on the 
mine some five years ago, a sum which was 
then considered to represent one-fifth of its 
value, has foreclosed and cannot dispose of 
the property at any price. While IlMnois has 
not natural gas to combat, the vicinity of rail- 
roads takes its place in that State, and a mine 
that would be of immense value if situated 
near à railroad line is worthless if but ten 
miles removed. I have examined the field 
carefully and have found at least ten mines 
that were formerly valuable, but which now 
are unworkable and unsalable because of the

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IMPQETANT RAILLROAD EXTENSIONS, 


The Frisco’s Construction Pians—Opening 
Indian Territory— Railroad News. 


The recent adoption of a proposition to issue 
bonds amounting to $50,000,000 by the Frisco 
directory for construction purposes indi- 
cates a lively activity in the near fut- 
ure on the part of that road. From 
a high official of the road it is 


learned that the plans of the company are far- 
reaching and important in their 8 on 
the trade of St. Louis and the territory which 
this city may count u as tributary in 
future. The Frisco is distinctively a St. Louis 
road, because it has no side issues and 
ite northern terminus is here. Every mile of 
track, therefore, added to the Frisco means 
so much more territory for St. Louis. The 
adoption of the proposition referred to is the 
first necessary ste in the direction 
of several plans looking towards vastly 
increasing the territory and connections of 
the line. A strip of road, 104 miles long and 
running from ichita to Ellsworth on the 
Union Pacific, is completed. 
This will ive a direct 
connection with the Union Pacific and 
a direct line to the Pacific Blope. The exten- 
sion will be finished in a very short time. 

For next spring some very important exten- 
sions are contemplated. The Frisco now has 
an uncompleted line running from Pierce City, 
Mo., to Sapulpa in the dian Territory. 
Its mileage in Indian Territory amounts to 113 
miles. The intention is, if circumstances 
should be favorable, to extend this line 
through the Territory and directly west to Al- 
buquerque, making a junction there with the 
Atiantic & Pacific and these forming a new 
trans-continental line which will be about the 
shortest and most direct to San Fran- 
cisco. The Atlantic & #£Pacific is 
partly owned by the Frisco interest 
and this will be, of course, the Frisco’s own 
transcontinental line. This extension was 
planned when the liane was first begun, but 
owing to the impossibility of developing 
Indian Territory, and also to the im- 
possibility of building under the charter 
which presumed a grant of every alternate 
section of land it was dropped. In connection 
with it is a most important 
ment looking to the opening p 
the western part of the Territory. It 
is proposed to move all the Indians to 
to the eastern portion of the reserve and 
drawing a line through the eastern limit of the 
Kiowas to cut off and open for settlement the 
large strip of count to the West.

This measure 
is to be pushed in Congress and as it will 
ive an opportunity to develop local traffic 
where is now a practically unsettled wilder- 
ness, it will greatiy aid the ’Frisco’s enterprise 
and will open for it a new country. 

The third extension which is contemplated 
by the company is the building of an exten- 
sion from its present terminus at Paris, Tex., 
to Roberts, a distance of about sixty-five 
miles, thus placing the road in direct 
connection with the main line of the 
Texas Pacific and giving itathird good trans- 
continental line. The line will then beina 
most advantageous position to handle 
trans-continental business as it will 
have three connections with which 
it can do business, the Union 
Pacific, Texas & Pacific and Atlantic & Pacific. 
The most important extension for St. Louis is 
undoubtedly the line projected through Indian 
Territory to Albuquerque with the plan of 
throwing open the western part of the Terri- 
tory. e slow sale of bonds is the only 
obstruction in the way of an immediate carryg 
ing out of these plans.

A “WARM” WAVE. 


How the Polar Bear Got in Ahead of the 
Signal Service. 


The Signal Service at Washington made a 
bad blunder on the cold wave that dropped 
in on this part of the country 


The official ind ications 
called for ‘‘warmer fair weather’’ with 
the mercury standing at 44 deg. This meant 
a temperature of over 50 to-day — 4 but 
instead the mercury has got no higher than 25 
deg. It fell tothat last night from 44 deg. yes- 
terday at 2 p. m?, and has ciung to that figure 
allday. The mistake of the signal Office was 
scarcely without excuse, as yesterday’s map 
showed that the high barometer area west of 
here was very likely to send a chill over this 
region. This same area is furnishing Texas with 
some pretty sharp Christmas weather, the 
mercury showing 10 deg. below freezing at 
several points. There was a little flurry of 
flakes to-day, but not enough hardly to be 
called asnow. There is no indication that it 
will get any colder or that the snowfall will 
be anything but a few flakes.

This afternoon Judge Noonan decided the 
motion for a new trial in the case of Christian 
Freivogel,the meatshop man fined for not pay- 
ing his license. In this matter the defense 
was thatthe meatshop license ordinance was 
illegal, but Judge Noonan, who has twice 
knocked out meat shop ordinances and 
been sustained by the State Supreme 
Court both times, held this ordinance 
to be valid. The motion fora new trial was 
overruled this afternoon. Quite a number of 
meat shop cases hinge on this case, which is a 
test.

It was said that free quinine 
would ruin our manufacturers, put us 
atthe mercy of foreign producers and 
perhaps compel us to pay more for an in- 
ferior article. What was the result? The 
four firms, Powers & WEIGHTMAN, ROSEN- 
GARTEN & Sons, Keastry & MATTISON, 
and A. C. Wuitez & Co., are still running, 
and the flrst- named, the largest of all, 
having lost its works by fire recently, is 
rebuilding them on a much larger scale. 
The quinine which was worth $3.52% per 
ounce in 1879 is now sold for 37 cénts, and 
the consumption has been so increased 
that not only those four firms, but eight 
others, are now prospering by the man- 
ufacture of quinine. 


“TRUST” PARTNERSHIPS. 

The multiplication of illuminating com- 
panies, whether gas companies or electric 
light companies, can afford us but tempo- 
rary relief at best, go long as ‘‘trust’’ 
combinations to put down competition are 
possible. Chicago had competing com- 
panies enough to insure cheap lighting; 
but they formed a trust,“ enormously 
watered their stocks and soon taught her 
that competition is impossible where 
trust“ combination is possible. 

We must goto work through Congress 
and the State Legislatures to knock out 
this ‘‘trust’’ business or find some method 
of subjecting it to necessary responsibility 
and regulation. In the case of the Gordon 
McKay shoe-sewing machine trust, all 
attempts of the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture to subject it to taxation were evaded 
or pronounced unconstitutional; but the 
State Supreme Court gave a pretty strong 
hint to legislators by holding that the 
trustee and the holders of trust certifi- 
cates are, as among themselves, part- 
ners, and subject to the unlimited 
liability of partners for each other’s acts 
growing out of the relation of partner- 
ship. 

Now, the Constitution of Missouri, Art. 
XII., Sec. 5, expressly invalidates every 
provision in corporation charters that can 
be construed as an abridgement of the 
police power of the State, or as permitting 
corporations to ‘‘conduct their business 
ein such manner as to infringe the equal 
„rights of individuals or the general well- 
‘*being of the State.“ It is to evade this 
restriction and the State’s police power 
that corporations are placed by their 
stockholders under the control of these 
trust“ partnerships, whose acts are the 
acts of individual partners, not the acts 
of the corporations. 

But surely it must be practical and com- 
petent for the Legislature to prohibit, as 
against public policy, partnerships among 
stockholders of different corporations 
which amount practically to a partner- 
ship between the corporations themselves, 
and enable them to evade constitutional 
restrictions on their powers, and to share 
in the control and profits of other capital 
than their own and other business than 
that specially authorized in their charters. 

Otherwise nearly every one of the 
twenty-four sections of Article XII. of the 
State Constitution can be violated or 
evaded with impunity through the alias 
of a trust, and corporations of all kinds 
will be emancipated from responsibility 
to the law.

Wealthy Chinese Merchants.

NEw Ton. December 15.—Foo Long belongs 
to the firm of Kwong Chang & Co., importers 
of Chinese goods, who do business at No. 2 
Mott street. Chew Fong belongs to the house 
of Kwong Hong Long, which does a retail 
Chinese variety business at No. 5 Mott street. 


‘The relations between Mr. Long and Mr. Fong 


are all wrong, and Mr. Long has taken legal 


steps against Mr. Fong, whom he charges 
with being a swindler of the worst kind. It 
seems that last week Chew Fong, being an en- 
terprising Celestial, conceived a plan caicu- 
lated to elevate him to opulence in a much 
shorter time than by selling ‘ancy Chinese 
goods at retail ever elevated any 
Chinaman. He entered 2 Mott street one day 
and drawing Foo Lon aside, told him of an 
opportunity to make much money, He toid 
ofa lot of opium which was on the way from 
San Francisco to Newark and that it ould be 
bought on arrival very cheap. He showed 
that while the uninitiated were paying $126 per 
eight and one-third pounds, the lot which he 
knew of could be bought for $118 per eight and 
one-third pounds.

THE COMMISSIONER CANNOT ACCOUNT FOR 
THE CONDITION OF THE SUPPLY. 


Costly Public Improvements Neglected by 
the Council—Better Protection Against 
Fires Asked in Certain Localities—Ex- 
tensive street Reconstructions to Be 
Made Durthg the Coming Year—The Gas 
Trust Inquiry—Municipal Matters. 


The cold-water drinking portion of the com- 
munity is now being served avery unpalatable 
beverage by the city. After quafiing a cup of 
the fluid that neither cheers nor inebriates, 
but is simply sbsorbed without exhilaration, 
an ugly suspicion that a mistake has been 
made crops into the mind via the olfactory 


nerves. There is a peculiar, unpleasant after. 


taste to the water, suggestive of an old cistern 
and the need of fumigation or disin. 
fection. For several days the water bas 
been of a dark, cloudy complexion for which 
the Water Department is unable to account, 
Commissioner Holman, speaking of the unin - 
viting beverage, to-day said: The water 
has been stained for several days by some light 
matter held in suspension, I don't know the 
exact character of it. I can’t say positively 
whether it is a vegetable stain from the river 
banks or not.’’ 

Efforts to settle the water before distributing 
it are not successful with the present limited 
means of the works. .The discoloring matter 
is so light that it will not precipitate except in 
a protected basin after severel hours; a plan 
not practicable at the present rates of supply 
and consumption. 


Slow to Act. 


The Public Improvements Committee of the 
Council moves slowly its wonders to perform. 
One of the most important improvements now 
under consideration has lodged in the boxes 


of that committee. Eariy last month the 
Board of Public Improveméuta awarded con- 
tracts for the rroonstruction of Grand avenue 
from Laciede to Easton avenues. The work 
will be done under two contracts, one for 
the avenue between Laclede avenue and 
Morgan street to be reconstructed at a cost 
of $57,665 and one for that part of the avénuue 
between LN street and Easton avenue to 
cost $46,408, a total expenditure of $104,068. It 
was intended that the work of reconstructing 
the avenue with pine blocks should com- 
leted by the time work is finished on the 
rand avenue bridge, the supergructure 
of which must be built under 
contract terms, within ten months. The first 
contract for the street reconstruction was for- 
wurded to the Count on November 2%, and 
the second on November , dut no action hus 
et been taken on either although no reason 
or the delay in considering the contracts has 
been given. If the figures or securities prove 
unsatisfactory the | delay will be much longer. 


More Protection Against Fire.

THE CHIEF SANITARY OFFICER PAYS HIS 
COMPLIMENTS TO THE CRITICAL M. D’S. 


He Shows the Progress of Diphtheria in This 
City and the Prevalence of the Disease at 
Present—Professional Views Criticised in 
the Light of the Recorded Facts—Prose- 
cutions of Physicians in the Police Courts 
— The Methods of the Department in 
Handling Contagious Diseases Upheld. 


Since the application of the Health Depart- 
ment to the Municipal Assembly for an ap- 
propriation of $12,000 for the suppression of 
diphtheria several of the Delegates, Council- 
men and prominent physicians have severely 
criticised the methods of the department. To 
these Chief Sanitary Officer Chas. W. Francis 
to-da y makes an answer, which is of general 
interest. Concerning the published com- 


ments he said: 

Lately several articles have appeared in the 
papers in relation to diphtheria, and many 
statements have been made that were not cor- 
rect, and which were Neng? to mislead 
the public. On December 12 ere appeared 
in the PosT-DISPATCH a letter from Dr. Thomas 
O’ Reilly in ans wer to a letter of E. F. Stone, 
Chairman of the Committee of Ways 
and Means of the House of Delegates. 
Mr. Stone requested the doctor’s opinion 
in relation to dipitheria, and the latter has in 
his answer made some statements that are 
not in accordance with the facts. that the 
Health Department has developed in watching 
tha disease. To arrive at a 28 under - 
standing of the condition of dipbtheria here 
I will give you a few statistics:

From January 1, 1886, to December 1, 1886, 

there were 625 deaths. From January 1, 1887, 

December 1, 1887, there were 812 
From November 1, 1886, to No- 
1887, there were reported 3,476 

cases, and 903 deaths. 

From January 1,.1886, to December 1, 1887, 
beiug a period of twenty-three months, there 
were reported to the Health Dipartment, 5,613 
cases of diphtheria, and 1,531 deaths. Ot 
these, 2,916 cases and 786 deaths were reported 
from the nine wards south of the railroad and 
east of Grand avenue, in which district the 
population is estimated at 121,000. 

In the seven wards between the railroad and 
Wash street, with an‘estimated population of 
120,000, there have been reported 610 cases and 
190 deaths. In the nine wards north of Wash 
street and east of Grand avenue, with an eati- 
mated para of 128,000, there were re- 
ported 1,621 cases and 473 deaths, while in the 
district outside of Grand Hyenue, which in 
area embraces nearly three*fourths of the en- 
tire city, with an estimated population of over 
fifty thousand, chere have been 466 cases 
and 182 deaths. The highest death rate reached 
by ‘liphtheria in Europe, of Which there are 
positive statistics, was in the year 1882, in the 
city of Dresden, Germany, where the death- 
rate was 25.08 for every 10,000 ae. 

The bighest rate reached in the United States 
was in Baltimore inthe year 1882, where the 
death-rate was 26.75 for every 10,000 living. 
The death-rate in this city in the past year has 
been 21.50 for every 10,000 living. 

From this it will be seen that while the gen- 
eral mortality of the city has increased very 
little during the past five years, and in fact 
there has been no increase when the increase 
ag our population is taken into consideration, 
the 8 from diphtheria bas in- 
creased from 137 deaths in 1888 to 908 in 1887. 

Dr. O’ Reilly, in answer to the question ‘‘Is 
diphtheria now an epidemic in the city?’’ 
answers that it 
But if the doctor had examined into 
the matter he could have stated that 

THE DISEASE WAS ENDEMIC 

in certain portions of the eity. The doctor 
implies that many cases are reported as diph- 
theria by the physieians which, if they took 
time to watch, would be found to be simple 
cases of ulcerated sore throat. This I do not 
think is the case. By examining the —rec- 
ords it will be found that one-half 
of the fatal cases are only reported a 
few days before death, and at least one-fourth 
of the fatal cases are reported within forty- 
eight hours before death, and in many cases 
the first intimation the department has of the 
cases is the burial cortiseate, accompanied 
by an explanation from the physician, that he 
was only called to see the case a few hours 
before death, and the fact is that one of the 
main difficulties that the department has to 
contend with is the delay in receiving notice 
of the existence of* the disease. In 
eg to the fear the physicians have of 
the Police Court, I will state that 
in thirteen months only one 8 has 
been cited before the courts. To the fourth 
question, ‘‘How can the spread of the dis- 
ease’ be prevented?“ the doctor arswers tha 
atmospheric causes produce the disease, and 
that atmospheric causes Cannot be controlled 
by human agency, and therefore nothing can 
be done to prevent its spread. I will not pre- 
tend to discuss this matter with the doctor, 
but only state that other scientific men who 
have given the matter a great deal of study do 
not entirely eo with him, an 
I will cali attention to the fact that while one 
portion of the city has suffered severely from 
the disease, in other portions there has been, 
comparatively aking; very little of it. 
Take the center of the city, between the rail - 
road and Wash street, thé river and Grand 
avenue, where in one portion is found the 
greatest bulk of our tenement houses and 
where the population is most dense, there 
has been in the period of twenty-three f 
monthag but 610 cases re „ while south 
of the railroad, covering à much larger terri- 
tory, well sewered, well provided with city 
water and with an equal popalation, there has 
been five times as many °

that fumigation as now carried out by the 
Health Department is what it should be. 
Houses should be fumigated as soon as e 
case has tecminated and not several days 
afterward, but the limited means now at the 
disposal of the Health Department prevent its 
being done. 

Asto the sanitary rules which the doctor 
recommends I see nothing in them that is new 
or that bears particularly on the matter o 
diphtheria or whst any good bousewile or 
9 — nurse is supposed not to know. Had 

been asked the same question I would have 
recommended the consideration of the rules 
submitted and published by the Board of 
Health in a public circular issued to the citi- 
zens last September, and I would have recom- 
mended that, while Jiphtheria prevails, as 
soon as parents discover their children with 
ulcerated sore throats they ‘immediately send 
for a physician, and I would particularly cau- 
tion them against calling in {itinerant quacks 
who go about the city vending worthless nos- 
trums which they claim are diphtheria cures. 

If Mr. Stone wishes to have full information 
regarding the prevalence of diphtheriain the 
city, let him call on the physicians in that - 
tion of the city where it mostly prevalis.
